ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


SCHOOL BOARD OF SOUTH HAMPTON. 


In submitting for your inspection the report of our schools 
for the year just closed, we are again pleased to record the 
work accomplished, and feel that it has been a year of in- 
dustry and prosperity. 

We were fortunate in securing the old corps of teachers, of 
whose ability we need not comment. 

Miss Prescott resigned at the close of the fall term, after 
rendering many years of commendable service in the Peak 
school. 

Miss Florice Merrill, a graduate of Sanborn Seminary of 
Kingston, N. H., taught the winter term insthe Peak village, 
and although this was Miss Merrill’s first school, she fully 
demonstrated that she was possessed of those traits which 
are so essential to success in teaching and disciplining an un- 
graded school. We were especially pleased with the pro- 
gress made by the classes in English grammar, while the 
classes in geography, history and reading made very com- 
mendable progress. 

We have continued the use of the spelling blanks and have 
urged the teachers to give the pupil ample time for this reci- 
tation, and to pay particular attention to all written work, 
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and require correct orthography, thus aiming at all times to 
to have the pupils able to spell correctly their entire vocabu- 
lary and improve their penmanship. 

The attendance has been decidedly better the past year, and 
yet their is room for considerable improvement, and we trust 
that the coming year these absent and tardy marks will be re- 
duced to the minimum. ‘ 

Many of the text books are badly worn and will have to be 
replaced with new ones the coming year, which will require 
an extra appropriation at the annual meeting, and we would 
recommend that the district raise seventy-five dollars for books 
and supplies. . 

We have noted with much gratification the interest taken 
by parents and friends in aiding progress and reducing tardi- 
ness and absenteeism, and we wish to thank all for their 
hearty co-operation. 

United effort on the part of all concerned, endeavoring at 
all times to improve the condition of our schools, can alone 
bring into existence that high standard of perfection which 
all champions of free education would have our schools at- 
tain.

The history of the Library for the past year has been of a 
nature to afford great encouragement to all its friends and 
patrons. 

The generous donations of books by helpers in and out of 
town, has increased the capacity of its usefulness to a large 
extent. 

The management feel that the thanks of the community are 
due to all those who have so kindly lent their aid and assis- 
tance during the past year; especially so to Miss Holmes, 
who has been the largest donor that the library has had so 
far. The giftsof Miss Holmes have placed a large amount of 
literature at our disposal, and while many of the books may 
have but a fleeting life, yet many of them in the nature of 
things would soon become in less demand, as is the case with 
all current fiction. Miss Holmes has also contributed many 
valuable magazines which we reckon among our best class 
of books. 

The contribution of the South Hampton Magazine club is 
also a timely and valued gift, and to all donors we desire to 
return our hearty appreciation. 

The Trustees, in view of the large amount of fiction and 
magazine literature received during the year, have expended 
the money at their disposal in works of History, Biography, 
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Travels and the like. We think the great need of our library 
in its present stage are standard works of this character. 

In view of the large amount of books added during the 
past year, which must have a short life when put into general 
circulation, we have thought it better not to issue a catalogue 
at this time. In the not very distant future, should our pres- 
ent rate of growth continue, a new classified catalogue ar- 
ranged in athorough and systematic manner, will be required.
